PRINCIPAL  MORRIS  C.  JAMES 


The  Berkeley  High  School— Its  Future 

By  PRINCIPAL  MORRIS  C.  JAMES 

THE  many  questions  asked  by  tlie  pupils  now  in  attendance, 
and  by  those  of  the  grammar  schools  who  contemplate 
entering  the  high  scool,  make  it  proper  at  this  season  to 
make  a  brief  statement  as  to  the  plan  for  the  future  manage- 
ment of  this  institution.  ,  - 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  school  in  1880  it  has  offered 
courses  in  those  academic  subjects  usually  given  in  such 
schools.  But  gradually  an  opinion  has  arisen  that  something 
more  than  a  literary  course  should  be  offered.  The  reasons 
given  for  this  opinion  may  be  stated  briefly  as  follows :  (1)  the 
desire  of  many  worthy  citizens  that  the  pupils  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  gain  some  familiarity  with  things  that  are  called 
practical,  in  order  that  such  pupils  may  be  aided  directly  in 
their  future  efforts  to  gain  a  livelihood;  (2)  the  belief  of  many 
that  a  study  of  the  practical  along  with  the  theoretical  will 
develop  more  fully  the  moral  and  mental  side  of  the  growing 
human  being. 

The  Board  of  Education,  after  considering  the  subject 
carefully,  decided  that  a  school  for  the  teaching  of  a  trade  alone 


would  not  be  needed  in  Berkeley  for  some  time,  but  that  the 
reasons  given  for  the  belief  that  manual  training  work  would 
assist  greatly  in  the  moral  and  mental  development  of  the  pupil 
were  strong  enough  to  justify  the  making  of  an  earnest  cam- 
paign for  the  establishment  of  a  school  in  which  "practicol" 
things  might  be  taught  in  conjunction  with  some  literary  sub- 
jects. 

The  Board  Avas  assisted  by  the  civic  organizations  of  the 
town,  with  the  result  that  money  was  secured  for  the  erection 
of  good  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the  new  subjects  to 
be  taught. 

After  a  serious  discussion  the  Board  decided  that  the  usual 
custom  of  separating  literary  and  manual  training  work  by 
placing  each  in  a  different  school  would  not  be  followed  here. 
That  instead  of  this,  all  work  of  high-school  grade  would  be 
done  in  one  institution  called  "The  Berkeley  High  School." 

Expansion  without  separation  is  the  purpose  that  the 
authorities  have  in  mind.  In  other  cities  there  are  schools  in 
which  some  academic  studies  are  offered  in  conjunction  with 
manual  training,  but  these  schools  are  defined  by  the  prefix, 
"Manual  Training,"  or  "Polytechnic."' 

"The  Berkeley  High  School"  is  to  otter  manual  training, 
commercial  and  academic  courses  side  by  side.  Or  better,  the 
plan  is  to  combine  the  several  courses  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
permit  the  student  of  classics  to  include  some  part  of  the  other 
courses  in  his  daily  schedule,  and  to  permit  the  student  whose 
main  work  is  in  the  manual  training  line  to  study  some  portion 
of  the  literary  course.  One  school  with  several  departments  is 
the  plan. 

Tt  is  intended  that  all  departments  shall  receive  the  support 
of  the  authorities  and  of  the  teachers,  and  that  an  earnest  and 
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honest  effort  be  made  to  create  an  interest  in  all  and  a  belief 
in  the  worth  of  all. 

It  is  well  to  remind  the  pupils  that  the  work  to  be  done  in 
the  manual  training  department  is  not  primarily  industrial, 
but  educational.  Those  who  have  had  long  experience  in  such 
work  believe  that  it  aids  greatly  in  imparting  habits  of 
thoroughness  and  accuracy,  which  have  a  good  influence  on  all 
other  subjects.  Furthermore,  work  of  this  kind  often  helps 
a  pupil  to  determine  what  his  occupation  in  life  shall  be. 

But,  though  the  work  is  not  to  be  ''primarily  industrial," 
it  is  evident  that  it  should  be  a  means  of  developing  the  pupil 
for  the  duties  of  practical  life.  While  it  is  not  intended  that 
tlie  pupil  be  taught  a  trade,  yet  the  practical  work  will  certainly 
shorten  the  apprenticeship  of  those  who  expect  to  learn  a  trade. 
To  those  who  expect  to  engage  in  the  practical  professions,  the 
course  should  give  confidence  and  ease  m  the  handling  of  instru- 
ments. For  the  mechanic,  the  miner  and  the  engineer  the 
course  is  extremely  valuable. 

In  order  to  further  the  ])lan  of  expansion  without  separa- 
tion, a  new  auditorium  has  been  built  for  the  use  of  all  depart- 
ments. This  hall  will  be  used  as  a  means  of  keeping  the  school 
united.  Programs  for  student  meetings  will  be  made  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  together  the  whole  student  body  for  the 
discussion  of  topics  of  common  interest. 

Again,  the  arrangement  of  the  several  buildings  and  of  the 
rooms  for  the  different  subjects  taught  will  furnish  a  practical 
means  of  uniting  the  several  departments. 

There  will  be  corridors  or  halls  connecting  the  buildings 
with  one  another,  thus  uniting  the  separate  structures  in  one 
whole. 

Xo  one  building  will  contain  a  complete  ''school''  in  itself. 


The  science  Avork  for  all  pupils  will  be  done  in  one  building, 
the  English  and  foreign  languages  in  another,  etc. 

There  will  be  a  main  office  in  the  new  science  hall.  From 
this  office  there  will  be  telephonic  connection  with  other  offices 
in  the  several  buildings. 

Here  is  opportunity.  Every  pupil  should  welcome  the 
chance  to  expand  his  knowledge  and  exxjerience.  The  future 
seems  fair.  Good  buildings  with  proper  equipment  mean  much. 
But  the  worth  of  an  institution  is  not  in  its  buildings.  Let  all 
work  together  to  make  the  school  a  model  for  truth  and 
honesty,  so  that  we  may  be  known  for  these  qualities,  and  not 
for  the  fine  house  in  Avhich  we  live.

OR  many  reasons  I  have  never  told  this  story. 
But  with,  the  years  a  knowledge  of  many 
strange  and  startling  happenings,  some,  like 
this,  past  the  teachings  or  understandings  of 
the  philosophy  of  modern  times,  has  come 
to  us  out  of  the  wilderness.

When  the  Tribe  came  back  loaded  with  their  own  and 
Nature's  handiwork,  fnll-stomached  and  satisfied  with  the 
berries  and  the  young  geese  the  boys  had  killed,  and  must  all 
rest  for  a  time  to  lose  self-satisfaction  enough  to  stoop  to  work 
again,  this  further  delay  was  more  irksome  than  the  first. 

And  then  at  last,  when  all  Avas  ready.  The  moon  was  bad, 
and  much  medicine  must  needs  be  made  before  the  caprices  of 
the  God  of  Night  could  be  met  with  satisfaction.  To  amuse 
us  while  we  waited,  some  of  the  stories  of  the  Tribe  were  told 
to  us,  some  dealing  T\-ith  the  land  wherein  we  wished  to 
journey,  stories  in  turn  fantastic,  weird,  romantic— tales  that 
sometimes  fired  the  mind  with  strong  desire  for  power  or  gold, 
or  as  often  chilled  the  very  soul  with  the  horror,  uncouth  and 
wild,  transacted  in  the  great  Tuknown. 

Yet.  with  all  these  hindrances,  v/e  finally  lined  them  out, 
each  A\-ith  his  heavy  pack,  a  dozen  of  the  finest  men  the  Tribe 
could  boast,  clear-eyed,  brawny,  brown-skinned  fellows,  and 
headed  the  long  procession  to  the  north,  while  the  dogs  bush- 
whacked a  mile  each  side  of  the  twisting  trail. 

I  can  still  see  the  camps  Ave  made ;  one  in  the  forest  where 
we  found  the  ruined  shanty ;  another  Avhere  To-so-la  had  turned 
a  stream  aside,  and  in  the  shallows  we  caught  half  a  ton  of 
fish.  And  so  on.  each  one  in  its  place  comes  back  to  me  until 
the  last,  and  we  reached  the  Silent  Lake.  Close  to  where  the 
murmuring  waters  beat  upon  the  shore,  we  raised  the  lodges. 
Here  we  rested,  slept  and  hunted. 

Beside  our  fires  we  talked  and  smoked  and  dreamed  of 
manv  things :  of  game  we  killed,  of  land  and  stream,  and  often 


of  the  traditions  of  tins  vast  wilderness  of  mountain  peaks. 
And  still  there  -were  more  yve  had  not  heard.  Every  tribe  here 
in  the  Xorth  has  its  story-tellers,  and  the  one  we  had  with  ns 
was  by  no  means  the  meanest  of  his  people.  The  fire  painted 
the  wild,  savage  faces  red  like  blood,  and  the  shaggy  dogs  in 
the  warmth  among  the  men  snored  and  twitched  in  realistic 
dreams  of  chase,  as  Eael,  in  the  rich  and  flowing  tongue  of  his 
people,  told  on.

By  asking  each  pupil  to  pay  50c  in

The  aunnal  debate  between  teams  representing  Berkeley 
High  School  and  the  John  Fremont  High  School  of  Fruitvale 
and  Melrose  joint  district,  was  won  by  Berkeley  High,  which 
was  represented  by  John  Janney  Miller,  Aubrey  Drury  and 
Joseph  Sturgis.

The 
judges  of  the  debate  were  Justice  S.  P.  Hall,  of  the  California 
Court  of  Appeal,  Judge  Everett  J.  Brown  of  the  Alameda 
Superior  Court,  and  Attorney  Herbert  L.  Breed,  all  residents 
of  Oakland.  The  question  discussed  was  as  follows :  ''Eesolved, 
That  the  standing  army  of  the  United  States  ought  to  be  in- 
creased to  a  force  of  approximately  175,000  men."

In  rendering  the  decision  of  the  judges,  Justice  Hall  said 
that  he  had  officiated  as  judge  in  several  debates  of  this  char- 
acter, and  that  he  had  never  heard  a  discussion  in  which  the 
contestants  had  acquitted  themselves  with  such  credit.  He 
congratulated  both  teams  on  the  excellent  showing  made  in  the 
matter  of  preparation,  presentation  and  logical  arrangement  of 
the  arguments.

Tlie  football  season  of  '08 
lias  been  one  of  the  most  in- 
teresting and  snccessfnl  the 
school  has  yet  had.  Consid- 
ering the  many  difficulties 
which  Berkeley  High  was 
forced  to  undergo,  the  team 
did  remarkably  well,  and  de- 
serves mnch  credit  for  the 
bold  stand  taken  and  the  ex- 
ample she  has  made. 
Everyone  realizes  that  the  most  formidable  enemy  of 
Berkeley  was  the  Academic  Athletic  League.  Because  Berkeley 
iiad  withdrawn  her  team  from  their  activities,  they  sought,  in 
every  possible  manner,  to  hinder  our  team  from  enjoying  a 
championship  season  and  a  profitable  year. 

They  denounced  Berkeley  through  the  papers,  and  by 
hindering  certain  games  which  Berkeley  sought  to  obtain,  they 
thought  they  would  force  Berkeley  into  submission  and  make 
her  again  return  to  the  A.  A.  L.    But  Berkeley  is  not  the  school 


that  will  take  the  small  end  of  a  deal,  and  have  the  experience 
again  repeated.  She  withheld  her  team  from  the  League,  and 
again  emerged,  in  spite  of  the  A.  A.  L.,  with  the  crimson  and 
gold  flying  as  high  as  ever. 

THE  SEASON. 

A  bunch  of  about  forty  fellows  donned  their  suits  two 
weeks  after  school  started,  under  the  generalship  of  Captain 
Incell.    Hard  work  vras  immediately  begun  and  prospects  for 
another  championship  team  look  very  encouraging.  Manager 
Drake  secured  the  services  of  Dave  Macandrews  to  fill  the  posi- 
tion of  coach.  Mr.  Macandrews,  formerly  of  Dartmouth,  know^s 
the  game  from  A  to  Z,  and  is  without  doubt  the  finest  coach  on 
the  coast.     Under  his  supervision  the  team  rapidly  rounded 
into    form.     He  instituted  into  Berkeley's  game  passes,  on- 
side  kicks,  and  open  formation,  which  is  essentially  modern 
Eastern  football.     Berkeley's  forward  passing  is  not  equaled 
by  any  high  school  in  the  state,  her  speedy  backs  are  always 
"there"  on  end  runs,  and  the  beautiful  kicking  of  her  captain 
could  not  have  been  excelled. 

After  several  practice  games  with  Boone's,  Fremont, 
Century,  etc.,  the  team  journeyed  to  Belmont,  October  IT,  to 
play  Keid's  husky  bunch.  Berkeley's  entire  team  was  not 
represented,  as  three  of  its  players  were  unable  to  play.  After 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  sensational  games  ever  witnessed 
in  this  part  of  the  state,  Belmont  and  Berkeley  retired  from 
the  field  with  a  2-2  score.  The  game  was  hard  fought,  and 
Berkeley  earned  their  two  points  by  the  stubborn  and  fierce 
fighting  spirit  for  which  Berkeley  is  famous.  A  tie  could  not 
stand  between  the  two  schools,  and  Berkeley  again  journeyed 
to  Belmont  on  November  13th.  Berkeley  had  her  entire  team 
in,  and  a  battle  for  the  Northern  Championship  of  California 
ensued.  The  game  was  ^vell  fought  and  well  played.  Berkeley 
lost  this  game  by  a  6-0  score,  through  a  blocked  kick.  Berkeley 


continually  menaced  Belmont's  goal,  while  Belmont  was  in 
Berkeley's  territory  but  once.  Nevertheless,  Berkeley  knew 
how  to  lose  as  well  as  win,  and  the  entire  team  took  ofiE  their 
hats  to  the  Belmont  boys. 

Our  next  important  game  was  played  at  Fresno,  on  Thanks- 
giving Day.  Fresno  suffered  defeat  by  a  score  of  23-6.  The 
Fr-esno  team  played  good  football,  but  were  simply  outclassed. 

When  the  team  returned  from  Fresno  they  went  into  hard 
training  for  the  most  important  game  of  the  season,  namely, 
the  annual  game  with  the  Oakland  High.  This  game,  to  every 
loyal  Berkeleyite,  means  as  much  as  a  Yale-Princeton  game  to 
the  supporters  of  their  respective  colleges.  The  Berkeley-Oak- 
land game  has  for  IS  years  been  bitterly  fought,  and  liiemories 
of  bitter  fights  and  fallen  gridiron  heroes  remain  fixed  in  every 
old  "grad's"  mind.  Of  the  IS  years  of  pigskin  battles,  Oak- 
land has  won  but  four.  Of  the  last  eleven  years  she  has  won 
but  twice,  although  she  always  puts  up  a  good  account  of  her- 
self, and  fights  to  the  last  blow  of  the  whistle. 

On  December  8,  Berkeley  and  Oakland  fought  it  out  once 
more  for  the  football  supremacy.  The  field  resembled  a  lake 
more  than  a  gridiron,  still  a  good,  clean,  hard-fought  game 
ensued.  Oakland's  blue  was  once  more  rubbed  into  the  mud 
by  a  score  of  11  to  0  The  muddy  condition  of  the  field  made 
the  fast  tricks  and  end  runs  of  Berkeley  impossible,  otherwise 
a  larger  score  w-ould  have  resulted.  As  it  was,  the  score  of  11 
to  0  showed  Oakland  that  Berkeley  was  still  in  the  game,  and 
in  it  with  the  same  spirit  which  distinguished  her  teams  in 
former  years.  i 

Our  team  is  now  trying  to  arrange  a  game  with  Alameda 
High  School,  in  order  to  settle  the  championship  of  Xorthern 
California.     So  far  Alameda  has  refused  to  play  us.    We  do  ' 
not  know  the  cause,  but  in  all  probability  it  is  some  more  of  the 
A.  A.  L.'s  work.    We  stand  ready  at  any  time  to  meet  Alameda. 


GAME  SCHEDULE.
